This oil, in nearly its crude state, is
used as a lubricant on the Csnadian
Pacific, Grand Trunk and other railroads
and in ite reflned state as an illuminator
everywhere throughont Canada. Tts
sapply is practically inexhaustible, the
only question being how much can be
marketed. It has proved a great source
of wealth to the Canadians and has been
the means of development of the im-
mense salt interests of Western Canada.
The entire industry has been developed
by drilling wells into the rock, varying
in Jepth from say 500 to 2000 feet
andit is the opinion of Mr. Hubbard,
who is thoroughly familiar with the
Ontario ceuntry, that if proper steps
were taken in Oregon and Washing-
ton that similar resuits wounld be
obtained and that there is every proba-
bility that veins of natural gas can be
found in the same manner,
